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WRIGHT CALLS FOR FAIRNESS DOCTRINE REEVALUATION 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Citing alleged government harassment as a major 
barrier keeping the broadcast industry from fully investigating the news. 

Judge J. Skelly Wright, of the United States Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia Circuit, today (June 3) called for a reexamination of the Federal 
Communications Commission's Fairness Doctrine. His remarks were made in an 
address at the 1973 Commencement Exercises of The George Washington University's 
National Law Center. 

"Instead of enhancing First Amendment interests, it (the Fairness Doctrine) 
is alleged to have led to avoidance of controversy and suppression of discussion 
of issues of public importance," he said. "Rather than risk being charged by 
the Commission with bias on controversial issues, there is an alleged inherent 
tendency to avoid controversy and avoid making waves with the Commission." 

Such interference, Wright said, has caused the television industry to 
devote little time to hard investigative reporting of the news, as in the 
Watergate affair. "One would have thought that the national television networks, 
with their enormous resources, would have been well-suited to invest the time, 
manpower and money required to open up what was, after all, a story of nation¬ 
wide concern. The unsettling fact, however, is that it was the remaining news¬ 
papers that did the investigating—and only a handful of them at that. Tele-

"Before we deregulate the public media in the name of the First Amendment 
and allow licensees or the advertisers that support them to manipulate public 
opinion as they desire, we should proceed with the greatest caution," Judge 
Wright said. "The answers are not easy, but I trust that with careful study and 
after much debate we will find some." 

In his remarks. Judge Wright also called for an end to the "overclassifica¬ 
tion" of government documents. "Secrecy has become enmeshed with what I would 
call the myth of official expertise," he said. "By monopolizing the flow of 
information, government officials put themselves on pedestals vis-a-vis the 
public...I believe it is paternalism of the rankest variety...The Constitution 
and the First Amendment rest on the assumption that if the people are given the 
facts, they will choose a wise course. 

"...The public's right to know is the very heart of the First Amendment and 
the very lifeblood of our democracy...Over the years it is a principle which has 
all too often been honored in the breach. Instead of government of the people, 
we have too often been treated to government above the people."

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vision stations for the most part simply repeated what the newspapers had dis¬ 
covered.

"If some of the allegations of the broadcast industry are documented, I 
think we should first consider modifying the administration of the Fairness Doc¬ 
trine," he continued. "It must be remembered that the doctrine has two prongs. 
First, broadcasters have an affirmative duty of presenting programming on contro¬ 
versial iss-itti*. We may be concentrating too hard on the second prong and not 
enough on the first, with the result that many broadcasters opt for silence on 
controversial issues rather than present both sides." 

In reply to broadcasters who support abolishment of the Fairness Doctrine 
and "deregulation" of the broadcast media. Judge Wright stated that although with 
UHF and cable broadcasting increasing the number of frequencies available and al¬ 
lowing more varied opinions to be presented, television stations must still pay 
attention to ratings and financial considerations. "It's not important to the 
newspaper management that everybody read the entire paper. What is important is 
that everybody find something he or she wants to read. The situation is radically 
different in the television business. The television station or network has to 
reach the largest number of people in each time segment. If it puts on a com¬ 
mentator who offends a large number of viewers, it will literally be turned off." 

In spite of broadcasters' arguments, he said, "The broadcast industry is a 
much more powerful and efficient influence on public attitudes and opinions than 
newspapers or magazines ever have been or ever will be." He pointed to the 
example of the placing on the air of anti-smoking commercials, the subsequent 
removal of all pro- and anti-cigarette commercials, and a corresponding decrease

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DOCUMENTARY HISTORY OF THE FIRST FEDERAL 

CONGRESS OF THE U.S ., Vol. I, 

COMPLETED BY GWU EDITOR 

Dr. Linda Grant DePauw, Associate Professor of History at The George Washing¬ 
ton University, editor of the Documentary History of the First Federal Congress of 
the United States of America , has Just completed Volume I of what is projected as 
an eighteen-volume series. 

Following the work of the framers of the Constitution, the men of the First 
Federal Congress were responsible for planting the seeds from which America's pre¬ 
sent structure of government grew. During its three sessions The First Federal 
Congress inaugurated George Washington as President and John Adams as Vice Presi¬ 
dent; established the first executive departments—War, State, and Treasury—as 
well as the office of Attorney General; and set up the system of federal courts 
and the Supreme Court. In addition, it adopted the Bill of Rights. 

Until now, no complete documentary record of the work of The First Federal 
Congress has been compiled. The Annals of Congress has long been considered 
fragmentary and inaccurate. Neither the Senate nor the House recorded all their 
discussions and debates. In compiling the documentary history. Dr. DePauw and her 
assistant editors, have used Federal and state archives, personal papers and 
diaries, and contemporary newspaper and periodicals. 
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Volume I, The Senate Legislative Journal , begins the series of official Sen¬ 
ate documents. The Journal was the special trust of the Secretary of State, a 
duty imposed by the Constitution itself. Samuel A. Otis, the first secretary, 
never missed a session and took copious notes which were transcribed and printed. 
The printed Journals have been used as the basic text for Volume I. Variations 
from the handwritten versions are annotated. 

The documents have been divided into two parts. The first nine volumes will 
comprise the official papers of both the Senate and the House, fully annotated and 
indexed. Volumes X through XVIII will consist of unofficial materials such as 
letters and newspaper accounts. 

The entire series is being sponsored by The National Historical Publications 
Commission and The George Washington University. The Administrative Advisory 
Committee is composed of George S. Wills of Hill and Knowlton Publishers, chairman; 
House Speaker Carl Albert of Oklahoma; Senator Charles Mathias of Maryland; William 
M. E. Rachal, editor of The Papers of James Madison ; and Professor Robert P. 

Sharkey of the Department of History at The George Washington University. 

Dr. DePauw is Associate Professor of History at George Washington. She is the 
author of The Eleventh Pillar: New York State and the Federal Constitution , winner 
of the American Historical Association's Beveridge Award for 1964. 

The Johns Hopkins University Press in Baltimore, Maryland, will publish the 
Documentary History . Editorial work began in 1965. 

Volume I will be officially published on the Fourth of July but it is avail¬ 
able now from The Johns Hopkins University Press.

The collection includes posters, biographical sketches, magazine and newspaper 
clippings. It has been collected over a 15-year period by Carlton A. Funn, a teacher 
in the Alexandria School System. Because of Mr. Funn's indignant reaction to a 
Virginia history book in 1955» he determined to collect Afro-American history material 
for his seventh graders. He felt, as he said, that "Black kids need to see something 
about their own past that shows how rich and varied it is." Funn’s students were the 
only ones benefitting from his efforts until the late 1960’s when interest in black 
history increased. Since 1968 the collection has been exhibited 60 times in a great 
many locations in Virginia, and in Maryland and Michigan. Recently exhibits and 
teaching materials have been added to include the following minorities: Indians, 
Orientals, Puerto Ricans, Mexicans, Italians, Irish, Jews, and Germans. 

Purpose of the collection is awareness and cultural understanding. 

It is adapted for all ages.
